D.S. Boosts price 
of feed; profit 


to Uacle Sam 
Farmers hit by new 
order al Commodity 
Credit Corporation 


Commodity Credit Corporation, 
which m eans the U. S. governm ent 
on A ugust I, took ownership of all 
soybean, cottonseed 
and peanut 
cake meal and pellets, already pro­ 
cessed, as well as all soybean cake 
meal and pellets th a t will be pro­ 
cessed a fte r th at date. The gov­ 
ernm ent will pay the processors on 
the old ceiling price basis, but re­ 
quires processors to sell a t a new 
ceiling price, aggregating in the 
neighborhood of $10.00 a ton. The 
difference between the two ceiling 
prices is to be rem itted by the pro­ 
cessor to the Commodity Credit 
Corporation. 
The farm er gets no increase for 
his product, but m ust pay more 
for his feed. The above meals are 
p art of the content th at i3 included 
in m any of the poultry and stock 
feeds th at are used today by poul­ 
try users, dairym en and livestock 
feeders. The increased price m eans 
increases in all feeds th a t are sold 
after A ugust I. The increase goes 
to the governm ent agency and es­ 
tim ates made by the larger proces­ 
sors are th at the kick-back from 
the 
farm ers’ 
pocketbooks 
will 
am ount to millions of dollars. 
All existing feed contracts were 
autom atically cancelled as of Aug­ 
ust I, 1943, and there is nothing 
th at anybody can do about it. 
The processors anticipated an in­ 
crease in price on the 1943 crop 
about October I, but the applica­ 
tion of the new’ ceiling price on 
the rem aining 1942 supply came as 
a surprise to them . 
The local dealers, in circular 
letters, have been asked to ex­ 
plain to their custom ers the re a ­ 
son for the sudden advance in feed 
prices. 
The dealers do not have 
the tfme to make a ten m inute ex­ 
planation with every sale and have 
asked 
I’addock 
Publications 
to 
bring the facts before its readers, 
who then understand th a t neither 
the dealer nor the m illers have 
anything to do w ith the increase 
and do not m ake an increased 
profit by the boost. 
Remember, 
the profit all goes to the U. S. 
governm ent agency. 
The im m ediate effect on the live 
stock grow ers by the new ceiling 
prices m ay mean a reduction in 
the am ount of stock being pro­ 
duced for m eat consumption. Poul­ 
try grow ers are faced w ith an in­ 
ability to secure 
proper 
feeds, 
which m eans less poultry for the 
dinner tables and less chickens fo r 
soldier camps. 
W hat the increase will mean to 
the growlers of 1943 crops is not 
known at this tim e. The govern­ 
m ent has taken direct control of 
the sale of m any feeds and farm 
products. It specifies exactly how 
much profit, if any the middleman 
shall make. Buyers of feed can no 
longer shop around for a better 
price. 
There is no b etter price. 
The shipping is confined to find­ 
ing the product th at the buyer 
needs. 
Black M arket Ram pant 
In Cook County 
Black m arket sale of corn in 
northern Cook county is no secret 
am ong the farm ers who have some 
to sell. 
They are bold in refus­ 
ing to sell a t the ceiling price and 
a few of the sm aller processing 
companies are taking the chance 
of crim inal prosecution by buying 
above the ceiling price in order to 
secure the corn. If there w ere no 
black m arket 
corn sales, 
there 
would not be so little corn on the 
legitim ate m arket. 


Water department 
hits new high 
for receipts 
The municipal water; departm ent 
has h it a new high for quarterly 
receipts. Over $6,000 has been paid 
by w ater consum ers for the last 
quarter.

It tells of the restless days 
on board The Hornet as it journeyed to-j 
ward Japanese waters, with each man in­ 
specting his plane countless times daily to' 
make sure it was in perfect running con-:

away than had been planned, when The Hornet met up with a Japanese ■ 
destroyer which might have had time-to radio a warning to Tokyo 
before it was sunk. 
Most exciting of all are the adventures of Captain Lawson and his 
crew after their plane had come down, in the dark and rainy night, I 
near the shore of a coast that might or might not be occupied China.! 
All grievously wounded, the men were discovered by eight Chinese 
who escorted them to a thatched-roof x

Home account books for 303 Il­ 
linois farm fam ilies, 
have just 
been summarized 
by the home 
economics department of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois College of Ag­ 
riculture. 
Many 
of 
these 
fam ­ 
ilies have kept accounts for the 
past twelve years and have sent 
their records to the University of 
Illinois to have them summarized. 
According to Mrs. Ruth Free­ 
man, associate in home accounts, 
the records for the past year are 
especially 
interesting 
from 
the 
point of savings. 
They indicate 
very clearly how these fam ilies are 
putting their higher incomes to 
work for speeding victory, and in 
planning for the post-war period. 
The savings varied according to 
net cash receipt levels. 
For the 
farm families with $1,000 or less, 
13 per cent went 
into savings. 
Fam ilies with net cash receipts of 
$5,000 and over allocated 03 per 
cent to savings. 
Average net cash receipts for 
the whole-group were $3,655, and 
an average of 50 per cent of this 
amount has gone into savings.. Of 
the total net cash receipts, IO per 
cent went into war 
bonds and 
stamps, 22 per cent for principal 
payments, 13 per cent for other 
investments, 
including 
the 
bank 
balance with which 
to carry on 
1943 farm business, 4 per cent for 
life insurance premiums and I per 
cent for m ajor housing improve­ 
ments. 
The per cent of the net cash re­ 
ceipts which was invested in war 
bonds, on the average by these 
fam ilies, varied considerably de­ 
pending on the other demands on 
the fam ily pocketbook. According 
to the summary, 34 per cent of 
the fam ilies used 2 per cent or 
less of the net cash receipts for 
war bond purchases, while 29 per 
cent used more than IO per cent.
